House of Commons Hears Plea 
For Use of Hudson Bay Route

(CP)- 


I ight the Commons voted 105 to 24 in favor of a resolution 
calling on the government to consider steps to ensure max- 
imum use of the port of Churchill and the Hudson Bay route 
or as an alternative to turn over administration of the board 


to a prairie province board. + 


The vote came after R. S. Moore 
(CCF, Churchill) declined to with- 
Graw the resolution at the sug- 
gestion of Reconstruction Minister 
Howe, ° 


Two ministers took part in the 
debate, Mr. Howe, who as an en- 
gineer built the elevator at Church- 
and Transport Minis Chevr 
jer. Both said the government had 
done and would continue to do all 
possible to promote the use of the 
port 
Later, Mr. Howe announced the 
government has taken steps toward 
construction of the St. Mary's 
River dam in Southern Alberta 


BOARD ADMINISTRATION 
Mr, Howe thought the suggestion 


that the port be turned over to a 
board was not practical but under- 


took, if a responsible body was 
willing to take on the job, to use 
his influence in cabinet to obtain 


approval of a lease on the port to 
such a body for $1 a year 

Mr. Howe said the navigation 
season was short but the outlook 
for the port was not dark. The 
government owned ships now 
which could be sent into the port 
without insurance and he believ- 
ed 20,000,000 bushels of grain 
could be moved out each year. 


Most members on the opposition 
side voted for the resolution. The} 
20 voting against it were all Lib 
erals with one Independent, P. E 
Gagnon of Chicoutimi

Mr, Chevrier said one of the 
Main reasons why there was not 
more use made of Churchill was 
that there was litile or no pos- 
sib of getiing ingoing cargo

The National Harbors Board 
took over Port Churchill in 1937 
and had drawn up a program to 
increase shipping from the port. 
Fifteen ships were assigned but 
then the war came and one ship 
was torpedoed leaving Hudson 
Bay. The sailings of other ships 
were cancelled, 

After the end of the war in Ger- 
many the Harbors Board and the 
Canadian Wheat Board had at- 
tempted to obtain ships to move 
wheat out of Churchill. However, 
the British ministry of shipping 
declined to make the ships avail- 
able. 

MANY HAZARDS 

The ministry felt that because 
of hazards in the bay, ships might 
be lost or damaged, It also felt 
that fog might delay the ships.

When the secret of how to release 
atomic energy becomes common property, 
as it will in time, a nation which declares 
war upon another will thereby also com- 
mit suicide, Provided—some one in the 
meantime does not discover an effective 
means of defence against the new kind of 
destroyer, which also may happen, 

For the time, this secret in possession 
of nations which want peace is the world’s 
best guarantee against another war. But 
it cannot be relied upon to ban war for 
ever, The research men are not all dead 
Thousands of them at this moment are 
trying to discover the secret, and not all of 
these are in peace-loving nations. Thou- 
Sands also, we may be sure, are probing 
about for some agency which will neutral- 
ize the atomic bomb. Both sets of research- 
ers are likely to succeed, 

The ultimate protection against war 
will have to be found in the hearts of men, 
not in any mechanical contrivance

Paying the Penalty 


From December, 1941, to June of this 
year 251,000 United States soldiers, sailors 
and airmen died in battle or as the result 
of war operations. But during the same 
period 330,000 persons in that country 
died as the result of accidents, on streets 
and highways, in homes and factories, on 
farms or elsewhere, By far the greater 
number were killed in motor accidents and 
by careless drivers 

Corresponding figures for Canada are 
not available, Accident fatalities here can- 
not be supposed to be in proportion, for 
density of population multiplies accident 
liability. But everyone knows they have 
been numerous beyond need, that the gen- 
eral trend has been upward, and that 
recklessness and carelessness are to blame 
in a high percentage of cases 

The figures given out at Washington 
should do something to warn Canadians, 
well as Americans, that they do not 
set high enough value on their own lives 
and those of their neighbors. If they did, 
would not climb rickety ladders, mis- 
handle fire arms, race up and down stairs 
ardless—and along streets and 
highways as though eternal salvation de 
pended on getting somewhere in a matter
